7 . CANDIDATES SHOULD BE MEDICALLY FIT IN 
ALL RESPECTS FOR SERVICE IN ANY PART OF THE 
WORLD THE STANDARDS OF MEDICAL FITNESS ARE 
SHOWN IN APPENDIX I. 


Candidates should indicate in the application form their 
order of preference if thcy wish to coinpetc for more than 
one Servicc. Due consideration will be given to the pre 
ference expressed by a candidate at the time of his applica 
tion , but the Government of India icscrves power to assign 
him to any Service or branch of Service taking into consider 
ation the vacancies available in each Service or branch and 
the aptitude of the candidate .
